Thus far, only a handful of men are carrying the burden 
of the fight to bring life-saving water to the West End, Water

“United Electrical Workers have 
won a major victory over the GE 
Company and Carey forces,’ de- 
clared (Henry Ranch, president of 
Local 1012. 

The announcement came after 
the union had successfully forced 
a demand for an early NLRB 
election to determine representa- 
tion rights between UE and’ the 
newly-organized IUE4CIO at all 
company plants. 

The newly-organized union was 
set up to replace the UE when it 
was expelled for alleged Commu- 
nist domination. 

Representatives from the new- 
ly-formed union failed to show 
up at a conference called by the 
National 
scheduled for last Monday in New 
York. The meeting was for the 
purpose of working out an im- 
Mediate consent bargaining elec- 
tion for all employes of the GE 
Company. 

William B. Elconin, West Coast 
representative for the UE, said: 

“However, at the conference 
scheduled by the National Labor 
Relations Board in New York, to 
work out the details for such an 
election, the IUE representatives 
ran away from and refused to 
participate in such discussions be- 
cause they are afraid of such 
elections.”

Motorists plowed through 
flooded intersections in the lew- 
lands and_ snowdrifts in the 


mountains yesterday as a rain 
and snowstorm moved over South- 
ern California. 

The U. S. Weather Bureau pre- 
dicted scattered showers today, 
with snow above 3500 feet. 

Snowplows patrolled mountain 
highways as the heavy fall slow- 
ed traffic and brought skids and 
frequent bottlenecks. 

The California Highway Patrol 
recommended that chains be car- 
ried on all roads above 3500 feet. 

Snow began falling after noon 
in the San Bernardino mountains 
and chains were required along 
the Angeles Crest highway, which 
got its first good snow of the 
season at Red Box Canyon and 
Mt. Wilson. Snowplows also were 
operating along the Rim of the 
World highway near Big Bear 
Lake, along U. S. 66 at Cajon 
pass, Mill Creek road and the 
Palms to Pines road. 

The weather bureau predicted 
slightly warmer temperatures to- 
day, with a high near 52 de- 
grees in Los Angeles. The fruit 
frost warning service expected 
minimums around 26 in the cold- 
est parts of the citrus belt early 
today.

GOP Whip Urges 
Crackdown on 
Higher Taxes 


WASHINGTON (UP) Sen- 
ate Republican Leader Kenneth 
S. Wherry yesterday urged con- 
gress to slap down President Tru- 
man’s request for higher taxes 
on grounds they only would be 
used to finance “spendthrift so- 
cialism.” 


Speaking over the American 
Broadcasting company network, 
the Nebraskan accused the presi- 
dent of giving “lip service’” to 
free enterprie while seeking ‘“pow- 
er and more power to rob the 
people of their freedoms.” 

“Instead of increasing the tax 
burden, as President Truman pro- 
poses, to finance spendthrift so- 
cialism,” he said, “the sounds sen- 


sible course is to repeal business- 
blocking wartime excise taxes, 
cut the cost of government and 
balance expenditures wiih 
venue.” 

Wherry’s remarks were echoed 
by Sen. Robert A. Taft, R.. O., 
who wrote in his weekly report 
to Ohio newspapers that Mr. 
Truman advocates a program pat- 
terned after the ‘‘freedom-destroy- 
ing” socialist government of Bri- 
tain. 

The president may give some 
inkling of what his tax request 
will be at his weekly news con- 
ference tomorrow. It has _ been 
estimated he will have to ask at 
least $1,000,000,000 in higher 
taxes to make up the loss in ex- 
cise cuts and to cover other ex- 
penses.

Manager James Finley re- 
ported that the exchange went 
inte immediate 24 - hour-a- day, 
Seven-day-a-week canning opera- 
tions at Tempe, Ariz., after last 
week’s freeze completely  elimi- 
nated the crop from fresh fruit 
shipments. Damaged oranges 
were also canned. 

The Tempe cannery is process- 
ing 350 tons daily and the excess 
jis being trucked to Ontario. The 
jexchange leased 15 trucks for the 
haul, in addition to its own equip- 
}ment, and is processing 600 tons 
jof Salt River Valley fruit daily 
at Ontario. i 
STILL MAKE JUICE 

“If fruit can be picked and pro- 
cessed while it still will make 
good quality juice, we can make 
a substantial return to growers 
because of the higher market for 


canned grapefruit juice,” Finley 
Said. 
Meanwhile, the citrus ‘harvest 


was underway again in the Salt 
River Valley atter state officials 
lifted the ban imposed following 
the recent freeze. 

J. M. Foote, supervisor of the 
Arizona Fruit and Vegetable Stan- 
dardization Service, released all 
citrus fruit for picking, but said 
growers would pick at their own 
risk.

Company Fires 5 UE Members Who 
Refused to Sign Non-Red Pledges 


CHICAGO (UP) -- The Ste- 
wart-Warner corporation last 
night fired five employes who, 


the firm said, refused to sign non- 
Communist affidavits prepared by 
the company. 


The discharged employes said 
that they are willing, ‘despite 
personal objections to thought- 
control devices, to sign uninvolv- 
ed loyalty statements or so-call- 
ed non-Communist affidavits,” 
but they would not sign the dec- 
laration the company prepared 
for their signatures. 


W. W. Miller, director of the 
company’s industrial .. relations, 
said that Andrew Smelke, Edward 
Glab, Frances Mihelich, Adrain 
Goret, and Stanley Grabbe were 
discharged. 

All are shop stewards of local 
1154 of the United Electrical 
Workers, an independent union. 

Miller said the employes were 
asked to: leave the main filant, 
Dec. 19 but were granted addi- 
tional time to “think over” sign- 


ing the affidavits. He said the 
company has offered to change 
the wording of the affidavits to 


eliminate “complaints” that the 
form was aimed at union member- 
ship. 


“We have concluded as a con- 
sequence of no request for an- 
other time extension that they 
cannot or do not wish to deny al- 
legiance to or belief in the things 
the Communist party stands for,” 
Miller said. “We consider their 
case closed.” 

The employes issued a joint 
statement through their union. 
They charged that company offi- 
cials “are not concerned with 
oaths; they want the un-Amer- 
ican right to make employes toe 
a political and non-union line 
both on and off the job.” 

The statement said that Miller 
admitted that the department of 
defense, for which the company 
makes lubricating equipment and 
speedometers, did not ask for non- 
Communist affidavits from em- 
ployes.

Rules Committee Recommends Two! 


Platoon System Remain Unchanged 


NEW YORK (UP) 


The American Football coaches association 
rules committee last night recommended that the two-platoon system | 


be given at least another year of life. 


The recommendation now 


goes to the 


NCAA rules committee, 


which is almost certain to approve it Jan. 16, at Pinehurst, N. C. 


The two platoon system centers 
around unlimited substitution 
during football games. It came 
under heavy criticism this season, 
for it appeared to favor the larg- 














er school with excessive man- 
power. But the coaches rules 
committee, the group that actu- 
ally makes ail of the football 
rules, put down the attempts to 
limit subs.
